Herbert H. Weir, Field Secretary of 
the Playground Aeeocietion of Ameri¬ 
ca For the Pacific Coaet, Telle of the 
Birth and Life of Thie Movement. 

The playground movement had Its 
origin in the various social, education¬ 
al. economic and civic problems grow¬ 
ing out of the change from country to 
urban life, in an awakened conscience 
relative to the welfare of children and 
in a keener, more intelligent and sym¬ 
pathetic appreciation of young life in 
its right to be healthy, vigorous and 
happy. 4 

Historically the movement began in 
Boston about 1886 and was concerned 
only with the needs and pleasures of 
little children. During the years inter¬ 
vening between that date and the last 
years of the last century the movement 
lay dormant. This was a period of 
tremendous city and town growth, of 
a wonderful increase in the intricacies 
aud complexifies of social, industrial, 
educational and civic problems. One 
great fact among many others borne 
up from the depths of the turmoil of 
conflicting forces of that time was that 
the children and the young people were 
fiudiug themselves hard put to sur¬ 
vive. The abnormal conditions of al¬ 
most Instantaneous city growth had 
come upon them Unawares.

A PARK PLAYGROUND IN A LARGE CITY. 

In curing the maimed, the halt, the 
blind, but in preventing him from ever 
becoming a wrongdoer, from ever be¬ 
coming diseased and inefficient, by giv¬ 
ing him a better chance of being a 
healthy, vigorous and happy minded 
citizen. 

Although in the beginning play¬ 
grounds were generally originated and 
managed under private auspices, and 
this still remains true in a large per¬ 
centage of communities today, never¬ 
theless the importance of the move¬ 
ment is such that it is now a settled 
principle that the organization, man¬ 
agement and maintenance of play¬ 
grounds and other forms of recreation 
shall be under some regularly organ¬ 
ized municipal authority and that the 
work should be supported by public 
funds. 

The second principle is that there 
shall be provision made for all year 
round activity, otherwise it will be 
impossible to secure and keep a corps 
of efficient, well trained leaders and 
directors. This kind of work can be 
developed through use of school build¬ 
ings for evening recreation purposes 
and through the construction of munic¬ 
ipal recreation buildings, or through 
the nse of other public buildings, or by 
utilising all these agencies, as in the 
case of Columbus, O. The most eco¬ 
nomical, and perhaps the most effec¬ 
tive, way is to utilize school buildings 
for this purpose, although there will 
always be need for special buildings in 
large cities at least, and in the case of 
school buildings there will have to be 
certain architectural changes in order 
to make the buildings very practical. 

The third principle is that playground 
and recreation work must be in charge 
of trained leaders, directors and super¬ 
visors—men and women—skilled in cal¬ 
isthenics, gymnastics, athletics, plays 
and games, folk dancing, music, child 
hygiene, first aid to the injured, child 
psychology perhaps, having a knowl¬ 
edge of social conditions and rela¬ 
tions, and. above everything else, fill¬ 
ed with the spirit of childhood and 
ptmsrniinr a wide social and ispiritual 
vision. This type of man and woman 
is the great need of the movement to

life of shade trees. Maif trees which 
give excellent satisfaction in New Or¬ 
leans, for example, would be of little 
or no value in St. Louis or Buffalo. 
jCvery municipality should, of course, 
have a really capable shade tree com¬ 
mission or city forester, trained by ob¬ 
servation and experience to solve prob- 
* lems as they arise and tef make selec¬ 
tions according to the several condi¬ 
tions, be encounters without undue re- 
-gardto what may be considered best 
elsewhere. 

The ’beautiful effects made possible 
by the proper planting of one species 
at tree on a street are shown in the 
accompanying illustrations. 

In certain cities too much time and 
effort have been expended in the re¬ 
moval of poplar and other short lived 
trees and in replanting tor individuals. 
Ap a general rule. It is believed that 
more satisfactory results can be se¬ 
cured hy concentrated efforts on the 
planting of entire streets where the 
residents will penult the removal of 
all the undesirable trees.
